doeth not with his will,or from the heart; yer 
quia bonum agit, timor ſeruilis bonus eft, Be. 
cauſethe act of obedience is goed and a po- 
liticall vertue, this ſeruile feare for wrath is 
, proceeding ſometimes from the holy 
Ghoſt, and of great confequence in Church 
aud Common wealth. 
Conſcience is that forum internom, that in- 
ward Court wherein God fits, and cither by 
the principles of reaſon,or by the lawes of the 
holy Gholt, gouernesand wages allour aci- 
ons done orto bee done,and either accuſeth, 
or excuſcth, It is Iudicatorium rationale, not an 
affeRionate or wiltull,bur a reaſonable ſudge.

The con- 


cluſion is the colle&tion of conſcience. There- 
fore this 1s.to be done, or that is to be auoy- 


ded. Wherein becauſe the diſcourſe of reaſon: 


being erroneous, makes an erroneous confci- 


ence: therefore that the lawes of menbec not 
exorbitant,itſhal be needtul| ro preſcribe cer- 
taine rules or cauſes, that muſt concurre malt: 


lawes,Ciuil and Eccleſiaſtical, that they may 
bind the conſcience.

And in theſe things 
mans power isdeclaratory and eXecutory,not 
ſoucraigne of it ſelte; In things indifferent 
there isa power to comand for circumſtances 
of tume,place,order,and rhe like, and there is 
a neceſsity of obedience,and that for con(ci- 
ence ſake, elſe man hathno poyver to com- 
mand any thing of himſelte; And yet it is the 
fiane of diſobedience, Non ſolum malum, ſed 
&oetitum facere,not onely to do that which 
15euill, but that alſo which is forbidden, 

The 2.is forma debita,a duc forme,an equal 
proportion of honors 8 burdens, accordt 
ro the difference & degrees of ſeueral Eſtates, 
conditions, and qualities, as alſo a due order 
of proceeding in Law-making, without tu- 
mulc or confuſton,without malice,ſpleene,or 
revenge.

And 
theſe cauſes: concurring, the matter being 
lawtull or wdifferent, the forme due, the eih- 
cient potent, and.the-ende publike and good, 
theEawesof man mult be obeyed, not only 
for wrath but for conſcievice , which is the 
oreateſt Obligation ons earth : Foe Nemo bu- 
manam poteFtaten: contemntt, niſi qui prins dini- 
nam contempſit, No man contemnes the pow- 
er oiman,valeſle he firftt haue contemned the 
power of God. 

Thus we ſee, All muſt obey: Euill men for 
teare, and good men tor conſcience. Now 
Subiection 1n this Text,is a tranſcendent,and 
hath no proper placeto beſpoken of, becauſe 
it is to bee ſpoken of in eucry place; « And 
therefore letys confidertwo points:The per- 
fons,and theneceſsity of obedience.The per 
ſons are' two , Subiesthar muſt ee Gon:

pealed to Ceſar, as to his lawfull Superiour. 
The Martyrs, and Conteflors, and godly Bi- 
(hops, neuer pleaded this exemption againſt 
their perſecutors, vitill the Biſhop of Rome, 
like the Iuy that growing by the wall, ca- 
teth outthe wall, fo hee growing by the Ro- 
man Empire, had eaten out the Empire, and 
then hee did exempt himſelfe and his Clear- 
gie , trgm the higher powers ordained of 
God. 

For fo they are higher, and mdeed higheſt 
Powers next vnder Go D: thatis the next 
thing to be confidered in the perſons, Powers 
they are,and therefore gouernors, for poteRes 
Is regiminis : the Power is the power of go- 


uerning ; And ciull powers they are, which 


then were Gentiles and Infidels, though 
now Chriſtians: and that appeareth by two 
circumſtances : they beare the ſword, and 
they recewue tribute: Neither of which be- 


longsto the Prieſts office, And they be higher 


powers: the word is with a comparative pre- woe: 
poſition, the ſame that S. Peter hath porn whigra 
Regi tanquam excellenti: to the King as to »,ver.z.rs. 
the (uperiour, merito fortaſſe inferiores,bur dig-

And ſo much 
Tertullian acknowledged,Colimus imperatorem 
ot hominem a Deo ſecundum, &3- ſolo Deo min 
rem, \Ne Chriſtians honour our Emperour as 
the ſecond man atter God,and minor to none 
but to God. Super Imperatorem non eſt niſt ſ0- 
_ lus Derss qui fecit Imperatorem, laith Optatus ; 
: The Emperour admits no ſuperiour but that 

G 0D tharmade the Emperour. And in that 
place hee accuſeth Donatus , that hee eſtee-

Epiſcopus Romanus , or, Dum Presbyterium, 
he might haue ſaid, either while Donatas the

file faith, rhat they are Gods mmiſters :- and 
theretore {ſubordinate to him that ſent them. 
Andit they command any thing again{t God 
their authorize comes too ſhort : in ſuch 
things it is better to cbey God then man. 
And yet in theſe things though wee may not 
obey, yet we may not refit but ſuffer, as Juli- INT 
ans ſouldiers would not ſacrifice at his command, 75 ui #

mong men, if the Proconſul command thee any 
thing, and the Emperour command the contrary, 
thou doeſt well to obey the Emperour, and not 
the Proconſul - So if the Emperour commaund a- 
ny thing, and God commaund the contrary, thou 
doeſt well to obey God,and not the Emperonur. In 
theſe caſes ſaith S. Auguſtine, Timendo Poteſta- 
tem, contemne poteſtatem , in that thou feareſt 
Gods power , feare not mans power. So then 
they are ſupreame, becauſe they admitt no 
mortal man as ſuperiour vpon earth, yerthey 
are not ſupreame aboue G o D nor aboue 
Chrilt, for all their authoritie 1s deriued from 
God and Chriſt. And as it is 4 Deo,from God 
and Chriſt, ſoit is propter Deum, and propter 
Chriſtum, tor God and for Chriſt, not againſt 
God noragaiaſt Chriſt,for the trueth, nota- 
gainſtthetrueth, As Nabuchodonoſors Lawe 
was tobediſobeied that hemadefor an Idol, 
ſo the Law that hee madeforthe true Go Þ 
was to be obeyed. Andasinciuill cauſes by

yet not aboue God nor Chriſt : So in caules 
Eccleſiaſticall they are hkewiſe ſupreame on 
earth, yet not abouc God nor Chriſt : they 
ire miniftri Dei no Pape,non presbytery.

flinon Iurts: A power of Execution,and not a 
poyver of Iuriſdiction, if the Priſtes had firſt 
commanded the King,and then theKing had 
commaunded the people : But the Kings did 


make 
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make Orders and decrees;andcommatinded 

the Prieſts as wel as the people;and reformed 

the Prieltes, as well asthe people. Yea, Salo- 

mon did depole Abiathar the high Prieſt : and 

they forced and compelled both Prieſt-and 

people to ſerue the Lord, and toaboliſh 1do- 

latrie and fuperſtition : And theretore this is 

a power of Iuriſdiction ouer perſons Eccleſ1a- 

ſticall 1n cauſes of Religion. 

If tbe ſaid that theſe Kings did this by the 

direction of the Prophets, and moſt ot thelc 
Kings had their peculiar Prophets and Seers ; 
this1s nothing to thequeſtion : for no mar 
euer denyed dire&tion toKings. They haue 
Counfellers for cauſes Ciuilt, and Prophets, 
Prieſtes and Biſhops for cauſes ofthe Church. 
And the queſtion is not, Qua direFione, but 
qua atthoritate : Not by what direction; they 
mult direct themſelues by their deſt helpes : 
but by what Authoritic ; not a deriued or de- 
legated Authority from the Prieſt,but by that 
or1ginall Commilsion, Neceſsitate precepts, by 
the neceſsity of the precept,in which they are 
made guardians of "0008 ter Law. 


If it be further faid.theſe Kings did this by 


21 extraordinary and Propherical] povver,

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vwhich is but quely ſaid and never prooued; 
the coututation 1s ready : It this had beene 
done by aProphericall povver, why are thole 
Kings regiltredas glorious and good Kings, 
that walked in the wayes of Dauid,and tooke 
care of Gods Relizion:and on the other ſide, 
thoſe Kings that omitted thele duties of Reli. 
gion, not only noted and diſgraced, but con- 
demned for the omiſsion of that which ac- 
cording to this opinion concerned not their 
oifice?

The Commonwealth is not in the Church, 
buttheChurch1s in the Commonwealththat 
is1n the Romane Empecour. And S. Augn- 
ſtine reieRerh the plea asridiculous, Nolite cus 
rare inregno veſtro, a quo tueatur vel oppugne« 
tur Eccleſia; Take you no care inyour kingdomes: 
Who oppuoneth the Church,and who defendeth it; 
Who ts religious, and who ſacrilegious : This is as 
much as if you-ſhonld ſay, Take no care Who ts. 
chaft and who tsrnchaſt. Cur enim adulteria les 
gibus puniuntur &3* ſacrilezia permittuntur ? As, 
it adulteries were to bee puniſhed, and ſacri- 
ledgepermitted. The force of the Atgument 
is this, Ii the King beetopuniſh by Ciuill pu- 
niſhmentin the ſecond Table,murther,thett, 
adultery, and the like ; much moreinthe firſt 
Table, Atheiſme,Idolatrie, Sacriledge,Here- 
lic, 
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fie, Schiſme, and the like : elſe theſe finnes 
mult goe ynpuniſhed in thus lite. 

But it will be ſaid, Indeede the kingdome 
was aboue the Prielthood in the Lawe : but 
in the Goſpel, the Prieſthood is aboue the 
kingdome , and therefore though kings in 
the Lawe medled with Eccleſiaſtical perſons 
& caules, neceſsitate pracepti ; yet inthe Gol- 
pel their authoritie is confined onely to cau- 
ſes ciuill : the Church that was. gouerned 
300. yeeres betore any king was Chriſtian , 
hath no need of their ſupremacie, there isno 
preceptof obedience in the Goſpel whichim- 
poſeth this neceſsitie. Indeedeif the Goſpel 
were ccither a Reuocation or limitation of 
their Commulston granted in the Law,it were 
ſomewhar,

Their 
authoritie 15a permuſsion or licence to preach 
intheir dominions, not a power of nn{sion or 
ordination : And therefore ſince they cannot 
give the 1aternall milkeof the worde and Sa- 
craments; they muſt giue the externall milke 
of diſcipline and gouernement.

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fors and Martyrs, Chriſtians and Heathen. 
Euſebius mentioneth two Lawes ; one that a- 
bolithed idolatae, unages,ſacrifices and diu- 
nations;an other concerning building and en- 
larging of Churches atthe Emperors charge. 
Theodoſius made a Law againit the Arrians : 
the manner ot 1t 1s worth the repeating. Ams- 
philochius Biſhop ot Icomuum had been a long 
{urer in vaine, atlaſthe vied this ſtratageme : 
he came 1ato the Court and faluted the Em- 
perour , but would not ſalute the Emperors 
ſonne Arcadius newly created Ceſar. Theo- 
doſuus thinking hee had not ſeene his ſonne, 
ſhewed him his ſonne and bid him falute and 
kille him. Amphilochias anſwered,ltis enough 
to honour the farher. Theodoſins interpreting 
t as a gontempt of his ſonne, grew very ay- 
gre > Whereupon Amphilochins difcouering 

imſelte ſayd , Art thou offended O Emperor, 
that I reverence not thy ſonne, and thinkeſt thou 
that God us not offended with the Arrians the 
blafþbemers of bis ſonne * The Emperour ouer- 
come with theſe words , Legem /cribit, made 
a Law preſently forbidding the aſſemblies of 
the Arrians. I ſhould tire my ſelfe and your 
patience, if I ſhould enter particulars : onely I 
mult referre you to thetitles ot the Ciuil law, 
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De ſumma Trinitate , «+ fide Catholica: de ſa-

In the Preface , the Emperour 


Charles protelleth, Quapropter Er noſtros miſſes 


ad cos direximus , quiex noftrinominis Autho- 
ritate ond vobiſcum corrigerent qu corrigenda 
eſsent: Therctore we haue directed our Com- 
nuſs1oners ynto you , ( Here you ſee Kings 
high Commiſioners and viſitors are agcien t) 
that ſhall ioyne with you to redrefle thoſe 
things which, neede retormation, according 
to our Canonical Conititutions,in our name, 
and by vertue of our Authoritie, 

And theſe Lawes were of that force in 
thoſe dayes, that when Mauritius the Empe- 
rourthatmadea Law, that Nemo publicis ads 
miniſtrationbus implicatus ad Eccleſiaſticum ofs 
ficium pergeniret , That no man intangled 
with publique charge, ſhould bee aduanced 
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to an Eccleſiaſticall otfice, S. Gregory appro- 
ued this part of the Law,becauſe niany vnder 
this colour did matare ſeculum not relinguere. 
And further, the Lawe forbade auy Souldier 
to enter a Monaſtery till his warfare was ex- 
pired. S. Gregory though he wiſhed notany 
to fleethe wares, or not pay theirdebrs, vn- 
derthe name of a Cloiſter ; yet becaule hee 
ſaw it hindered many from the warfare and 
ſeruice of God, wrote an humble Letter to 
Manritins, and another to Theodorus the Em- xg d;gnus pie- 
perours Phyſician, to intreate the reuocation £7 2f1</o 
of this Lay/ invented by Julian, ina very ſub- 
mille Stule: Ego quidem 1inſSioni veſtre fubieus, 
I your ſeruant and fubiefto your colnmand, 
haue fent this Lawe to many parts of the 
world, and now Iwrite my opinion to your 
Maieſtie : Vtrobique ergo quod debutexolus, qui 
@ Imperatori obedientiam prabui, &- pro Deo 
quod ſenſi, non tacui: In both I hauedone my 
duety : I haue pertormed my obedience to 
the Emperor, and I haue not concealed what

The fourth worke of this Supremacie, is 
recciuing of Appeales, and gwing Deciſions, 
Reſtirutions,aud Depriuations,and other pus 
niſhments ot Biſhops for cauſes Ecclefiaſti- 
call.

in modeſtie, and adeſire to ſuppreſle the ca- 
lumniations of Biſhops, and being not yetſo 

tully inſtructed m Chriſtian taith, tooke the 

papers and Articles of the Biſhops and burnt 

themin the Nicene Councill ; yer being bet- 

ter inſtructed, and ſeeing the necelsitic ot his 

/i4e 0tarrm Aathoritiean theſe cauſes, heiudged ( ecilias 
_ & 445 mus cauſe himſclie. Donatus procured ( eculia- 
166, nus to be condemued by 50. Atrican Bithops 
for certaine crimes obiected againſt him : As 

alſo that he was ordered by one Felix, who 

asit was pretended had burnt the Scriptures, 

Andin a tumulc they ſet vp another Biſhop 

of Carthage agaialt him: then they appealed 

to ( onftantine, and delired him to al Signe 

them ludges : (onftantine by his Commuiſs1on 

Euſebizs liczo.

V pon a ſecond A ppeale,C onſtantme 
madea ſeconaD-legacy toChreſtus bithop of 
Syracuſe, 8 certaune biſhops oi France met at 
Arle, who likewiſe gaue ſentence with ( ecilte 
axus. Vpon the third Appeale, { onflantine 
appointed Elanus a Ciuill Magiſtrate to exa- 
pune Felix, who acquitted Felix alſo. Then 
the Emperour called both partes betore him, 
and gaue finall ſentence for Cecilianus , and 
made a ſeuere Law againſt the Donatilts; by 
which Lawe many Donatiſts were brought 
home ro the Catholique Church. In which 
paſſage,l pray you obſerue : 1. That Melriz- 
des not as ſupreme Iudge of all Controuer- 
fies,but as delegated by (onſtantine,did 1adge

Marcellus gaue ſentence againſtthe 
Donatlts, ard it wasconfirmed by the Em- 
perour Fonorins,all which is extant. Theodo-
